secretary read it aloud with evident 
satisfaction, and both of them expressed 
themselves gratified with this favorable 
report, coming, as it did, from the 
enemy. 
There was no surprise that 
the fighting had begun so soon. 
It was 
suggested by the reoorter that the troops 
had only just completed their landing. 
"Ye*, but they have gone there to fight 
and are ready to begin It at once,” re­ 
plied General Miles. Secretary Alger 
said no word had been received np to 
that hour indicating that fighting wa* 
in progress. 
He bad no reason to doubt, however, 
that our troops had enoountared the 
Spanish forces and had given good ac­ 
count of themselves. 
He commented 
on Admiral Cervera’s oable that the sit­ 
uation was “critical" sad that the 
Spaniards had been obliged to retire, as 
in strange contrast 
with Madrid's 
claim at a “Spanish victory.” General 
Miles said that the American troops 
would now push forward aggressively 
driving in the Spanish and forcing them 
to fight. There was not a suggestion of 
apprehension or doubt, either with Sec­ 
retary Alger or General Mile*, as to 
what the outcome would be. 
They had made their plans well and 
they were confident that General Shaft­ 
er and his troops would be hammering 
at the gates of Santiago before long. 
Vhe only positive news coming to the 
war department up to the close of office 
hours was a dispatch to General Miles 
from one of his staff officer* with Gen­ 
eral Shafter, and also a brief dispatch to 
General Greely from Lieutenant Col­ 
onel Allen. 
General Mile*’ dispatch 
stakd in substance that the landing of 
troops had beau completed without any 


casualties and that the troops of Garcia 
and Rabbi, about 7,500 in number, had 
met the America ti forces with enthusi­ 
astic greetings. 
Stress was laid upon 
the point teat the Cetane were well 
armed aud well disciplined. General 
Garcia was confident that his force* 
would be swelled to 10,000 men as soon 
Santiago fell. 
About the only need 
among the Cubans was shoe* and qui­ 
nine. The dispatch to General Greely 
merely stated that progress was being 
made in connecting the military force* 
directly with the war department. 
During the day orders were issued to 
the entire division, comprising the new­ 
ly created command of Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Guy V Henry, for their speedy de­ 
parture to reinforce General Shatter at 
Santiago.

OF 
BAIQUIRl.

K v o ea etln g ill* F lare, 
Daiquiri, Santiago de Cuba, via Playa 
del Esto, Guantanamo Bay, June 24.— 
The landing of the United States troop* 
from the transport* began at Baiquiri 
iron pier, 12 mile* east of the city of 
Santiago de Cuba, Wednesday. 
Simul­ 
taneously the American fleet made a 
diversion toward Morro castle and west­ 
ward. 
However secretly the plans were 
kept, the Spaniards seemingly had full 
warning of the hour and plaoe for the 
landing of troop*. 
The transport* and their oouvoys as­ 
sembled off shore during the night, but 
before dawn the houses of the village 
were fired, proving ,nat Captain Gen­ 
eral Blanco’s standing orders (always 
to burn a place before deserting it) were 
being faithfully executed. 
With won­ 
derful fatuity they burned the cottages, 
I)ousc aud factory of the iron company, 
but left its pier (vital to the United 
States authorities directing the landing) 
standing and uninjured. 
During the conflagration ashore there 
were several loud explosions, either 
from dynamite or ammunition left be­ 
hind by the Spaniards. 
Daylight showed the Spanish flag 
hauled down aud, gathered ut a circle 
of about 0 miles, wore thirty American 
transports, wallowing in the heavy 
swell. 
Before the landing tho fleet in front 
of El Morro opened oat aud the ships 
steaming along between Santiago aud j 
Baiquiri to prevent rein force in eats by J 
tho railroad to the vter point, shelled 
overy village on the coast. 
The Bancroft, Wilmington aud Vixen 
discovered a regiment of Spanish sol­ 
diers defiling down the railroad to Jar- 
agua, aud their shells sent them scam­ 
pering up the hill like jack rabbits. 
The warships before 
the lauding 
shelled Baiquiri town aud tho surround­ 
ing hills for half an bour. 
What re­ 
mained of the smouldering village was 
wrecked, the crash of the guns rending > 
the rock and reverberating among t he | 
hills. Great smoke bauk* drifted in 
shore, completely veiling the ridges for 
miles. Steam launches, with l-pound 
Colt guns in the bows, and the Tecum­ 
seh aud Suwanee covered the lauding 
inside the pier.

Newport News, Va., June 24.—The 
auxiliary cruiser Yale, with the Thirty* 
third Michigan regiment and one bat­ 
talion of the Thirty-fourth Michigan, 
sailed from Old Point last evening for 
Santiago. The troops, to the number of 
1,600, are in command of General Duf­ 
fles. 
The men arrived from Washington by 
steamer and were taken alongside the 
Yale, to which they were soon trans­ 
ferred. 
A large crowd assembled to see 
the troops embark, and when the Yale 
weighed anchor and headed for the 
capes a mighty cheer weal op from the 
soldiers and civilians on the govern­ 
ment pier. 
The auxiliary cruiser Har­ 
vard will leave Old Point for Santiago 
Monday or Tuesday with another expe­ 
dition.

Her Good Faith In Present 
War Unquestioned at

SHE IS STRICTLY NEUTRAL 


Reports to the Contrary

Washington, June 24.—The reports 
that Germany has lauded a naval force 
at Manila is discredited in the most 
positive manner at the state depart­ 
ment and in the best informed diplo­ 
matic quarters. 
It is looked upon as a 
part of the persistent foreign propa­ 
ganda inspired from Madrid, which for 
weeks has been seeking to stir up ani­ 
mosity between the United States, Ger­ 
many, France and other countries. 
That the report is purely conjectural 
is shown from the fact that there is no 
cable communication out of Manila, aud 
eveu Admiral Dewey, who holds the 
shore end of the cable, has not been 
heard from in some days. 
The authorities 
here 
take strong 
grounds in maintaining that the good 
faith of Germany cannot be questioned, 
in view’ of the definite statements from 
the German foreign office aud from the 
German ambassador to the state depart­ 
ment. 
These have said with the ut­ 
most positiveness that Germany was 
not only maintaining the strictest neu­ 
trality, but that any reports of ulterior 
motives on her part were unwarranted 
and were a reflection upon the good 
faith with which that empire deals with 
the outside world. The officials here 
regard such assurances as conclusive, 
and they will not even entertain the 
idea that the presence of German ships 
in Manila bay is a menace. 
So long as 
there is no overt act or menace, the au­ 
thorities here will make no presump­ 
tion of an overt act but will rely abso­ 
lutely ou the assurances Germany has 
given voluntarily. 
In some quarters it is suggested that 
such a serious condition of affairs might 
arise at Manila as to lead the foreign 
naval commanders to land for strictly 
police duty. 
But it is said by officials 
that no such condition has arisen time 
far aud that there is every evidence that 
Admiral Dewey is strong enough to 
maintain order and protect tho lives aud 
property of all parties concerned. 
In 
auy eveut, it is pointed out, the lauding 
of a foreign force would be solely fur 
policing purposes in case an insurgent 
raid threatened a wholesale massacre, 
and such police protection would be 
temporary and quite distinct from a 
well defined government policy to se- 
cure territory in the Philippines. 
Aside 
from the reliance placed on the volun­ 
tary friendly assurances of Germany 
the officials are confident that the tact 
and foresight of Admiral Dewey will 
successfully maintain the interests of 
this government aud at the same time 
avoid foreign entanglements.

It 
is supposed they will proceed to Hamp­ 
ton Roads and thence to Cuba. 
Secretary of War Alger has ordered 
an investigation to be made at Camp 
Alger to ascertain whether the "saw­ 
horse" is being used as a method of 
punishment there. 
A circular to col­ 
onels calling for a statement as to pun­ 
ishments lias been distributed and a re­ 
port will be made to the war depart­ 
ment when replies are received. 
This 
action was taken because Private E. F. I 
Cooper of Company A, One Hundred 
and Fifty-iii nth Indiana, was compelled 
to sit astride a 4-inch rail elevated 12 
feet from tho ground. 
He was to have 
again suffered similar punishment, but, 
owing to his physical condition, did not 
do so.

Washington, June 24.—Th© reports 
that Germany has landed a naval force 
at Manila is discredited in the most 
positive manner at the state depart­ 
ment and in the best informed diplo­ 
matic qnarter*. 
It is looked upon as a 
part of the persistent foreign propa­ 
ganda inspired from Madrid, which for 
weeks has been seeking to stir up ani­ 
mosity between the United States, Ger­ 
many, France and other countries. 
That the report is purely conjectural 
is shown from the fact that there is no 
cable communication oat of Manila, and 
even Admiral Dewey, who holds the 
shore end of the cable, has not been 
heard from in some days. 
The authorities 
bere 
take strong 
grounds in maintaining th at the good 
faith of Germany cannot be questioned, 
in view of the definite statem ents from 
the German foreign office aud from the 
German ambassador to the state depart 
maut. 
These have said with the at 
most positiveness that Germany was 
not only m aintaining the strictest non 
frailty, but that any reports of ulterior 
motives on her part were unwarranted 
and were a reflection upon the good 
faith with which that empire deals with 
the outside world. 
The officials here 
regard such assurances as conclusive. 
and they will not even entertain the 
idea that the presence of German ships 
iu Manila bay is a menace. 
So loug as 
there is no overt act or menace, the an­ 
thorine* here will make no presump­ 
tion of au overt act but will rely abso­ 
lutely cm the assurances Germany na* 
given voluntarily. 
In some quarters it is suggested that 
such a serious condition of affairs might 
arise at Manila as to lead the foreign 
naval commanders to land for strictly 
police duty. 
But it is said by officials 
that uo such condition has arisen Gins 
far aud that there is every evidence that 
Admiral Dewey is strong enough to 
maintain order aud protect tho lives aud 
property of all partus concerned. 
In 
any event, it is pointed out, the lauding 
of a foreign force would be solely fur 
policing purposes in ruse au insurgent 
raid threatened a wholesale massacre, 
and such police protection woald lie 
temporary and quite distinct from a 
well defined government policy to se­ 
cure territory iu the Philippines. 
Aside 
from the reliance placed on the volun­ 
tary friendly assurances of Germany 
the officials arc confident that the tact 
aud foresight of Admiral Dewey will 
successfully maintain the interests of 
this government aud at tho same time 
avoid foreign eutaugleuientA

claim of a "Spaniel! victory." General 
Miles said that the American troops 
would now push forward aggressively 
driving in the Spanish and forcing them 
to fight. There was not a suggestion of 
apprehension or doubt, either with Sec­ 
retary Alger cr General Miles, as to 
what the outcome woald be. 
They had made their plans well and 
they were confident that General Shaft­ 
er and his troops woald be hammering 
at the gates of Santiago before long. 
Vhe only positive news coming to the 
war department up to the close of office 
hoars was a dispatch to General Miles 
frcin one of his staff officers with Gen­ 
eral Shafter, and also a brief dispatch to 
General Greely from Lieutenant Col­ 
onel Alloo.

Washington, June 24.—The report# 
that Germany ha# landed a naval force 
ar Manila is discredited in the most 
positive manner at the state depart­ 
ment and in the best informed diplo­ 
matic quarters. 
Ii is looked upon a# a 
part of the persistent foreign propa­ 
ganda inspired from Madrid, which for 
week# has been seeking to stir up ani­ 
mosity between the United States, Ger­ 
many, France and other countries. 
That the report is purely conjectural 
is shown from the fact that there is no 
cable communication out of Manila, aud 
even Admiral Dewey, who holds the 
shore end of the cable, has not been 
heard from in some days. 
The authorities 
here 
take strong 
ground# in maintaining that the good 
faith of Germany cannot be questioned, 
in view of the definite statements from 
the German foreign office aud from the 
German ambassador to the state depart 
ment. These have mid with the ut 
most positiveness that Germany was 
not only maintaining the strictest neu­ 
trality, but that any reports of ulterior 
motives on her part were unwarranted 
and were a reflection upon the good 
faith with which that empire deals with 
the outside world. The officials here 
regard such assurances as conclusive, 
aud they will not even entertain the 
idea that the presence of German ships 
iu Manila bay is a menace. 
So long as 
there is no overt act or menace, the au­ 
thorities here will make no presump­ 
tion of an overt aet but will rely abso­ 
lutely OU the assurances Germany aas 
given voluntarily. 
In some quarters it is suggested that 
such a sort oui condition of affairs might 
arise at Manila as to lead the foreign 
naval commanders to laud for strictly 
police duty. 
But it is said by officials 
that no such condition has arisen thus 
far and that there is every evidence that 
Admiral Dewey is strong enough to 
maintain order and protect tho lives aud 
property of all parties concern sd. In 
auy event, it is pointed our, the lauding 
of a foreign force would be solely for 
policing pnrpoees in case an insurgent 
raid threatened a wholesale massacre, 
and such police protection would l>e 
temporary and quite distinct from a 
well defined government policy to se­ 
cure territory in the Philippines.

from the reliance placed on the volun- ' 
tory friendly assurances of Germany 
the officials are confident that the tact 
aud foresight of Admiral Dewey will 
successfully maintain the interests of 
this government aud at the same time 
avoid foreign entanglements.
